They had regulation deeds drawn 
up by justices of the'peace or notary 
publics, and treaties signed by both 
the Indians and the-white man, in 
which "the party of the first part" arid 
-the party of the second part" figured 
as prominently as they' do in legal 
papers to3ay. The last grant of land 
was made by the Iroquois Indians to
